The grasshopper has Its ears {n its 
Jegs; gt least this Is thescase with 
the long-horned varieties. 

In the case of short-horned grass- 
hoppers, the ears are at the back of 
the roots of the wings. The position 

e of the ear gn the leg Is just. below 

’ that part of the front legs which Is 
the equivalent of a man’s knee, The 
ear varies a good deal in form. In 
some cases there {s a slit In the leg, 
while in others there Is a film cover- 
ing a broader opening. 

Neither the grasshopper nor the 
Cricket .use the throat in producing 
their shrill note. It is produced by 
the wings. One of the'ribs of eac 
wing resembles a file, whilst another 
Dart of the wing is drawn tight like 
a drum. When the grasshopper draws 
One file over the other It causes the 
drum to vibrate.

During the frequent visita of 
Dominion Prime Ministers and their 
colleagues, they became members of 
the “Imperial War Cabinet" which 
discussed and: acted tpon war mat- 
ters affecting the whole Empire. But | 
these .Prime Ministers came and 
went, - 

Smuts was not the Prime Minister | 
of South Africa at the time, but he |. 
came over to represent the Prime } 
Minister, Botha, at the Imperic! Con- 
ference of 1917. He remained in 
Great Britain and, despite all constl- 
tutlonal barriers, became a member | 
of the War Cabinet of Great Britain, 
that body of five men who ruled 
Britain In war, time, 3 
There. were scattered objections 
from constitutionallsts that a British 
Cabinet Minister must be a member 
of the British Parliament. This was 
admitted, but Smuts continued to be 
a member of the British Cabinet for 
at léast a year, if not longer, although 
he was not a member of Parliament. 

The point Is that whether this con- | 
atitutional anomaly was justified or , 
not, Britain needed Smuts’ ald so | 
much that it simply couldn't be dis- | 
pensed with, rules or no rulcs, 

It wasn’t only during the war that | 
Smuts held so pré-eminent a place. 
At the Versaillen Peace ‘Conference | 
he was a dominating figure, again 
sharing the canvas with “Lloyd 
George. 

But whereas the latter, publicly 
at any rate signed the Peace at Ver- 
saillea without reservations, Smuts | 
signed it only with written and pub- 

le reservations, criticizing the spirit 

in which It was framed and also spe-. 
cifically. the economic clauses of the ; 
treaty. 

Witheut entering Into the contro- 
versy.as to the morality or the expe- 
diency of the Treaty of Versailles, | 
one must admit Smuts‘ preeclence in 
anticipating the criticism which haa 
poured out againat the treaty ever 
since {ts signature, 

When you speak of Smuts, there- 
fore, you are speaking of a giant. 
When that giant turna his attention 
to Domjnion affairs, outstanding de- 
velopments ‘are inevitable. 

It will be suMcient here merely to 
mention some of the detalls in the 
Platform on which Smuts has beet 
re-elected Prime Minister of South 
Africa. 

Not only does he declare his 
equality. with the Prime Minister of

OTTAWA, May 10.—Sir Henry Drayton, ‘Finance Minister, had 
this to say about marking of importations in his budget speech: 
Representations have from time to time been made to the effect that 
the goods of one country were being farmed off on the Canadian public 
as goods of another country. Especially have representatives of British 
businesses urged that many godds were bcing sold as British goods which 
either had not seen Great Britain or were merely collected in and for- 
warded from that ‘country. In-my judgment immediate effect ought to 
be given to these representations. Not only hasthe British importer some 
right to protection from dishonest competition, but much more so the 
Canadian public have a right.to know from whom they are buying. A 
resolution will therefore be moved to provide that all Koods imported into 
-Canada capable of being marked, stamped, branded or labelled without 
injury, shall have indicated on them legibly in English or French the 
country of origin. This Provision will come into force on September I, 
1921.

Ing a serious piece once a fortnight, 
It w ne training for Gilpin for 
he says™that with grease paint and 
powder he could make up his face 

to any desired color. He played 
everything from black face comedy 
to a Chinaman, The productions 
were successful; but when Motts 
died the productions ceased. “Gilpin 
went back to his portering job. He 
says that his tour of Canada, in 1912, 
was one of the pleasantest incidents 
in his career—For a few months I 
got away’ from all that damned race 
things all about what $ could do if I 
wasn't a black man.” 

After more intervals of vaudeville 
and portering, he embarked as a pro- 
ducer, taking the Broadway successes 
of the previous year and giving them 
to audiences in a theatre patronized 
by negroes, He got a better chance 
when Drinkwater’s “Abraham Lin- 
coln” was produced, for he was cast 
as William Curtis. He remained with 
this show during its Broadway run. 
Last fall he joined the Provincetown 
Players in ‘‘The Emperor Jones,” by 
Eugene O'Neil]. Tho play was put on 
in a small uptown theatre, but the 
remarkable acting of Gilpin drew the 
critics and {t was taken to a larger 
theatre for a few special matineces. 
Then it was moved again into the

In giving ‘advice to mothers, both before and after the birth 
of their children, in instructing schol children in personal hygiene, and 
in calling. attention to physical defects of children that may be remedied

To or er to be qualified for ber work, a Public Health Nurse should 
bea at ie nurse Who has had a full course of training in general nurs- 

ing of the Sick, and an additional term or terms of instruction and train- 

ing in the means of bringing health knowledge to the public and apply- 

Ing to daily life. A@present there are not many nurses in Canada so quali- 
. fied, and of necessity some have*been employed who have only had ‘the 
usual three years’ hospital training. ; é 

Largely, through aid given by the Canadian Red Cross, many gradu- 
ate riurses—already qualified in general nursing af the sick—are now he- 
ing trained js, public health nursing at the University of Toronto, West- 
ern University, London, University of British Colombia, McGill Univers. 
ity of New Brufiswick and Dalhousie University.” The courses at the 
Universities of; British Columbia, New Brunswick and Dalhousie are be- 
ing carried on-in co-operation with the Victorian Order of Nurses. 
“The need for the services of Public Health Nurses is great, And the 
“scope for the activities of a Public Health Nurse is wide. Her work is 
carried out under the direction of a Health Officer or a responsible, body 
of the community.

|| nized as the cause of practically all 
deaths, except those due to accident 
or old age. 

Fortunately “we have discovered 
comparatively ‘simple methods of 
+ combating the effects of what are 
called pathogenic (discase-produc- 
*y || tng) bacteria. These may be stated 
fn a few short rules as follows: 

.1, Mjlk which is consumed in s 
raw cohdition. must be drawn only 
from cows which are healthy. Milk 
given from, cows which are sick, 
which are not “good-doers,” and 
espocially milk from cows with 
cough, must be pasteurized. 

2. As soon as tho milk {s drawn 
from the cow, it should be cooled té 
50 degrees F. or lower, and be kept 
at that temperature until consumed. 
This makes an unfavorable, condition 
for the germs to grow in. 

3. All pails, strainers, dippers, 
milk bottles, -pitchers, etc., which 
come in contact with: the milk, must 
bé thoroughly Washed and preferably 
steamed, or be rinsed after washing 
in a chlorido solution, which has 
been found to be ono of the best 
germicides. 

4. Billk should not) be ‘exposed to 
the alr, any longer than;absolutely 
necessary, aa this ‘seeds. tho milk 
with a freah lot of germs. This means 
the keeping of milk'in a closed ves- 
sel and not in an open dish, 

6. “Left over milk fram meals 
should not bo pst.into the general 
supply, as ‘thls causes tho whole lot 
to spoil.

When ‘Sir Isaac Newton gave his 
attention to the weight of the earth, 
he came to the conclusion that -Jt 
must be-from five to seven times as 
heavy 2s an equal globe of water. 
His calculations were made more 
than two hundred years ago, and men 
were not able to say whether they 
‘| were right or wrong. 

Now, however, we have discovered 
many ways of weighing our world. .. 

Every body in space, whether {t is 
® planet or a star, attracts or pulls 
fvery other body; the force of th 
pull depends upon their weight. We 
know the size of the moon, its dis- 
tance from us, and the rate at which 
it moves; calculations show us that 
{t could not follow its unchanging 
path at the speed it does unless our 
earth were five and a quarter times 
as heavy as an equal volume of 
water, 

Similar calculations prove that un- 
less this were its weight the earth 
could not continue to revolve round 
the ‘sun at. an average distance of 
about 93,800,000 milés in a little 
more than 365 days, 

But we can solve the problem in 
other way. Sometimes one of the 
other heavenly bodies passes s0 close 
to us that its path is slightly altered 
by the pull of tho earth's attraction. 
We can measure the distance it is 
drawn from its proper path, and then 
calculate what weight is necessary to 
account for its “‘wobble.” 

W2fen we do so we find that the 
anwer is the samo as that given by 
the other calculations. Wo may 
therefore stale definitely that if the 
earth were placed in a g le scale- 
pan, five’ globes of equ: ize filled 
with water, and a sixth a quarter full, 1d 
would be needed in the other pan to | ld.

It will be of some Interest to take a cursory review of what has hap- 
pened nearby-or fin olose proximity to this part of Canada—which then 
constituted Quebce and Ontario alone. Look for instance, at what has taken 
place In this Immediate section and throughout the surrounding district— 
since nearly a century ago, when the Sun-Dial was first planfed on this epot. 
‘There were barracks at both the East and West end of tho hill. soldiers hay- 
ing been sent thore to protect ‘the peace, as danger was threatened from 5 
rising in’ rebellion in the neighboring Province. At one time a detachment 
cf the 42nd Regiment ard at another time of the Goth Rifles and afterwards 
the Canadian Rifles occupied these barracks, The barracks on the West 
were burned to: the ground by Incendjarism, the others oyerlooking Rideau 
Locks remained Intact: For protection a barricade was erected etraight 
across from the-extreme, West to the extreme East of the hill, consisting 
of heavy timbers split down the centre and-placed the ground, standing 
erect upwards of twelve fect. A’ most Important undertaking was’ com- 
menced In this period by the Imperial Government to unite the then two 
Provinces Canada—Quebec and) Ontario—by .a continuous waterway} 
through the Rideau Canal to Kingston and connecting It with the Bay of|' 
Quinte as part8of the system having its headwaters at the head of the Bay. 
This was atandoned on‘account of the British Parliament refusing to make! 
further advancement, as the original appropriation had. been~greally ex- 
ceeded, costing an immense amount. The masonry of the locks stand as 
firm to-day as can be seen by the Locks at Ot i, as when they were built, 
nfter nearly one htindred years of constant use. This accomplished a great 
purpose for the time, long before the St. Lawrence was made navigable by 
losks, There wre no rallrcadg at that time, and the Rideau Canal was 
worked to its utmost aby bf, ni and day. Eventually traffic by this 
toute has almost jenuircly cedsed, and when Confederation took place the 
Imhperlal Government madg,-It over, with nearly all other Ordinance Works 
and Imperial property In Canada, to the Dominion. Now it is a White Ele! 
phant on Canada, used chiefly by tourists and pleasure seekers. 
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CONSTRUCTION OF RIDEAU CANAL . 

‘A contract was called by tender and given lo the Hon. Thos. McKuy. 
& master mason, who undertook and completed this great work, afterwards; th 
bullding for himself a fine residence, West of the Rideau River, which he) wy; 
nzamed Rideau Hall, eventually becoming the official residence of the Gov-} 
crnors-General of the Dominion.

A most Interesting event occurred, the Parliament for Canada, that ts for 
Quebec and Ontario, had not been fixed permanently, but was perambulating 
Quebec at one thine and at another place for-a-year or two,” It was agreed 
that this system ought not to continue, so each of the larger cities, Quebec, 
Montreal, Kingston and Toronto were contending that it should be the per- 
manent seat-of Government. To end then the dispute, it was decided to 
leave it to ‘the Queen to make a selection, unexpectedly then, little Bytown| 
was chosen as the permanent seat of Parliament. Thus has Ottawa become | 
the permanent seat for the whole of this great Dominion, and it can ad

Sir Joseph Flavelle has been sought 
after us head of the directorate of the 
whole Canadian National System, but 
while there are doubts that he will ac- 
cept permanently, he at least agrees to 
carry on tentatively. Mr. Kelly is the 
former president of the Grand: Trunk 
Company. Mr. Mitchell, financial con- 
troller of the C.N.L. system, Mr, New- 
combe, Deputy Minister of Justice, and 
Mr. Dupuis, a leading merchant of 
Montreal. .

The time was 8 days, 21 hours, 
and 38 minutes. The usual time 
fo» this trip is well over 9 days. 
Amongst those on board during 
the voyage was Mr. G. M. Bos- 
worth, Chairman of the Can- 
adian Pacific Ocean Services. 

The “Empress of Asia” is one 
of the giant Ihers of the Pacific 
with a’ length of 590 feet, 
breadth 68 feet, and depth 46 
feet, and the gross tonnage be- 
ing 15,000.

NEW DEVICE | BE BEING TESTED 
UTILIZES HEAT OF WASTE 
STEAM 

The Locomotive Department: of the 
Canadian National Railways is await- 
ing the verdict of-its experts at 
Moneton. on a simple little | device 
which was recently tried out at Nort 
Bay, apd which, if attached to 
locomotives, is’ said will cut’ the coal 
billd of the railway by n cold million, 
The principleof, the little piece of 
machinery «is “‘making. new steam 
with old," and it is thie” principle 
which will jenable the railways | to 
curtail their coal bjlls toa large ex- 
tent! oS = 
Thq Pennsylvania Railway has 
tried the device inthe United States, 
and is attaching , one of the new 
niecchanisms to every one of its ¢n- 
gines. ‘The mechanical engineers of 
the Pennsylvania ‘Railway have ex- 
perimented with the apparatua for 
two years, and their, verdict ja that it 
is effective so far as it surpasses ex- 
pectation. , 











How Device Works 

The device was explained by Mr. 
Connell, chief of motive power of the 
National System. 

“The machine,” he said, “consists 
of a small punip connected with & 
steam chamber, It is placed at the 
side ‘of. the locomotive engine. The 
device takes a portion of the steam 
which . ordinarily "goes to waste 
throuzh the smokestack and uses it 
to heat the water, that goes into the 
boiler. In other worda, it makes new 
steam with old,” Mr. Connell explain- 
ed. < 

It requires a certain amount “of 
heat to turn boiling water into steam, 
und this apparatus utilizes the ex- 
coxa of heat from ita own steam, Part 
of.the steam usually wasted is divert- 
«d to the chamber, Water. is also 
brought into. that chamber and mixes 
with the steam, The water. thus 
heated is thus forced into the boiler by 
the pump. 

T. & N. O, Makes Tests. 

Although the Pennaylyania road 
considers the new device a great 
money saver, as it is expected to cut 
its coal bill by 10 per cent., the offi- 
cials of the National System are 
awaiting the verdict of the | tests 
which were taken at North Bhy for 
the Timiskaming .& Northern Ontario 
Railway. 

In the United States the price of 
the new money saver is $3,000 per 
engine, but Mr. Connell told the Globe 
it would cost $10,000 to equip one 
engine with the apparatus in this 
country, 

You can readily underetand that 
we cannot rely on the judgment of 
others in thia respect and , therefore 
have taken our own tests. The T. & 
N.O. Rifilway used our: dynamometer 
car. which regiatera the pull of an 
engine to a fraction of a pound on a}; 
chart inside ihe car, Our ¢ 
went to Moncton, aiid we cannot state 
definitely whether we are going to 
adopt the device or not,”” he said.
